Cinderella  (Amy 
Muir  SI)  wishes  to  go  to  the  King's  Festival,  but  must  find 
a  way  around  her  evil  stepmother  (Julia  Rivers  S2)  and 
stepsisters  (Aleka  MacLellan  S3  and  Ellen  Crosby  S2)  by 
seeking  help  from  her  dead  mother  (Alison  Clarke  SI)  and 
oblivious  father  (Matthew  Boswick  S3).  Along  the  way,  she 
meets  her  prince  (Ben  Jain  S2),  who's  often  accompanied 
by  his  steward  (Scan  Butler  S3).  Another  prince  makes  an 
appearance  (Adam  Ross  S3)  and  climbs  Rapunzel's  (Syd- 
ney Taylor  S2)  long  hair.
